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Peace Talks On; 
Jarring Meets 
Mideast Envoys

UNITED NATIONS, N.V., Aug. 25 CNYT1.— The most con- 
certed diplomatic effort in 22 years to bring a formal peace settle- 
ment to the Middle East was launched here today amid guarded 
expressions of optimism by all the parties. 

This new and thus far apparently most promising phase in 
the long history of Middle Eastern peace-making attempts opened 
at the UN headquarters building when Gurwar V. Jarring, the 
special representative for the Middle East of Secretary-General 
U Thant, conferred in separate sessions with the representatives 
of Israel, Jordan and Egypt. 

Mr. Thant told newsmen that he was “cautiously optimistic” 
w.nd “definitely' 1 more so than a year ago, while Israel's Ambas- 
sador Yosef Tekoah. Jordan's Ambassador Abdul Hamid Sharaf 
and Egypt's Ambassador Mnhamed Hassan el-Zayyat said alter 
meeting successively with Mr. Jarring that their governments were 
determined to do everything possible to achieve success in the 
current talks. 

Tekoah Going to Israel 

Although Mr. Jarring set a lively pace for his activities today 
in conferring with all the three envoys, the rhythm of the peace 
talks here is expected to slow down during the balance of the ‘week 
as a result of Mr. Tekoah 's departure for Jerusalem this evening 
for consultations with his government 

Mr. Tekoah said he would be away from New York for “the 
time it takes for the consultations” — he would not say how long 
they may last — and indicated that Israel would not be represented 
in his absence by other diplomats in talks with Mr. Jarring. 

The delicacy and complexity of the new discussions— held - 
against the background of a tenuous truce between Israel and 
Jordan and Egypt since Aug. 7— were quickly emphasized by Mr. 
Tekoah. 

Emerging from his second conference during the day with Mr. 
Jarring, the Israeli diplomat said that “one of the best ways 1 ' for 
the Arabs “to prove their sincerity and desire for peace would be 
to terminate their violations of the cease-fire.*' 

Israel has charged that Egypt has repeatedly violated the 
truce by moving forward anti-aircraft missile batteries into the 
cease-fire zone on the Egyptian side of the Suez CanaL 

In a letter of complaint distributed here today and addressed 
to Ambassador Eugeniusz Kulaga of Poland, this month’s president 
of the Security Council, Mr. Tekoah accused Jordan of allowing 
105 “acts of aggression” to be launched against Israel from its 
territory since the beginning of the cease-fire. 

Those attacks apparently consisted of shellings of Israeli 
border settlements by Palestinian guerrillas. Questioned by news-

Mr. Eban was replying in the 
Knesset (parliament) to motions 
filed by three opposition par- 
ti®. including the hawkish 
Gahal bloc, seeking to air the 
current crisis to Israeli -Amer- 
ican relations over the Egyptian- 
Soviet buildup in the Suez 
Canal zone. 

Mr. Eban said Israel has so 
far filed five complaints alleg- 
ing “grave” Egyptian violations 
of the cease-fire implicit in tbe 
American peace plan. 

He said Egypt's violations of 
the cease-fire created an en- 
tirely new military balance of 
power in tbe Middle East. They 
also place a question mark on 
any further pledges or com- 
mitments the Soviet Union and 
Egypt may make, be said. Israel 
might consider that further 
Soviet-Egyptian commitments 
contain a guarantee against 
further breaches, he said. 

Mr. Eban said Israel was 


maintaining contacts with the 
United States on the problem. 

He told parliament the Amer-

5 Young Poles 
Take Over Ship 9 
Sail to Denmark 

ROENNE, Denmark, Aug. 25 
(UPD . — Five young Poles took over 
a Polish fishing trawler in the 
Baltic today and sailed toe vessel 
to the Danish island of Bornholm, 
where they asked for political 
asylum, police said. 

The Poles, between 18 and 24 
years of age, said that they took 
over the trawler after a fight with 
the skipper and three other 
crewmen. 

The defectors were brought to 
Copenhagen far questioning. 

A police spokesman said that one 
of toe crewmen had smuggled four 
of his friends aboard the trawler 
in Darlowo, Poland. When they 
were one hour out to sea, the 
crewman and his friends appeared 
on deck and took over toe vessel 
after a fight with the skipper and 
other crew members, the defectors 
said. Tbe captain asked the Dan- 
ish police to arrest the defectors 
but his request was turned down. 
The trawler later left Bornholm 
for Poland.

"LSD can take you places you 
never dreamt of," says the 
poster. 

It shows a youth in a strait- 
jacket cowering in the corner 
of a padded cell, undergoing 
treatment for addiction to the 
hallucinatory drug. 

The picture is part of a stark 
campaign to shock schoolchil- 
dren and their parents into 
realizing the dangers of drug- 
taking. 

National Lifeline, a charity 
consortium which cares for 
addicts and alcoholics, devised 
the black-and-white placards 
to strike out at early stages of 
drug usage which can lead to 
addiction.

Because this is what happens 
when you start turning on for 
a laugh. Some laugh." 

Another poster advises parents 
to search their children's pockets 
for pep pills. 

"Some school kids pick things 
up very quickly," says the legend 
on a picture of a boy with 
hooded eyes holding pills in his 
hands. 

“It’s not always sweets they 


pick for sixpence a bag," the 
message reads. 

The LSD poster warns: 
“Lysergic acid diethylamide Is 
a terrifyingly dangerous hal- 
lucinogenic drug. Used for 
kicks It can induce paranoia, 
hysteria, phobias, delusions, 
psychosis, hallucination, manic 
depressions.” 

The final picture in the 
series proclaims: "Try some 
purple hearts and youTI see a 
new way of life." 

It shows three young men 
lying in a squalid room. 

"We hope to shock the public 
into an awareness of the prob- 
lem," said a National Lifeline 
spokesman. He said 2,000 copies 
of each poster had been printed 
for youth clubs and schools 
"where we think they can have 
the best effect."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (UPD. 

—The Senate Ethics Committee 
today told senators leasing sew 
cars at cut-rate prices to stop ac- 
cepting the generous offer of the 
auto industry. 

In an "advisory ' recommenda- 
tion," the committee' told the 
senators to end their arrangements 
“at or before the end of the model 
year** rad added that “these lea-sw? 
should not be renewed.” 
Chairman John C. Stennis, D„ 
las., read the committee’s unan- 
imous ruling to a heavily attended 
session of the Senate. 

At least 24 senators— 14 of them 
publicly identified— have lease ar- 
rangements with au tomak ers, ac- 
cording to a recent TIPI survey. 

The breakdown showed that 23 
senators are leasing either top- 
line Chryslers or Lincoln Con- 
tinentals for between 8750 rad $900 
a year. Another is i pairing- a 
Mercury Marquis for $©30. 

Comparable leases for the ordi- 
nary driver would run between 
$2,000 and $4,000 a year, accord 
tog to coTT”ier^”^ sources. 

The committee report said “it 
appears that the price paid by 
senator is considerably less than 
that which would have to be paid 
by the ordinary person making 
the same type of lease.” 

But the committee added it found 
“no evidence to suggest that these 
leases with senators were a means 
for the automobile companies to 
exercise influence. 

"Nor did we find any indica- 
tion that the automobile com- 
panies or their representatives re- 
ceived any favorable treatment 
from senators or assistants to 
senators because of favorable lease 
terms.”

To Foundation for First Son

nedy, former ambassador to Britain, 
and father of a president and two 
Uf3. senators, left a last will and 
testament bequeathing the bulk 
of his vast estate to a foundation 


named for his first son, Joseph Jr., 
who was killed in World War XL 

The size of Mr. Kennedy’s estate 
is still undetermined, according to 
records inspected today ,in Palm 
Beach County Court 
Mr. Kennedy, who made his 
winter home here his legal resi- 
dence. died Nov. 18, 1969, In Hyaa- 
nis port, Mass. 

In a will dated Dec. 30. 1955, 
rad amended June 9, 1958, Mr. 
Kennedy specified that his widow. 
Rose, would receive a building to 
Albany, N.Y„ known as the Stan- 
dard Building rad the sum of 
$500,000. 

In the amended will, he added 
"if prior to my death, l have 
disposed of such Standard Build- 
ing, I hereby increase the cash 


bequest . * . from $500,000 to $1 
million. 

"Haying provided during my 
lifetime for my children and grand- 
children, and having made other 
arrangements for my household 
help rad employees, I intention- 
ally omit to make any further 
provision for any of them," Mr. 
Kennedy’s will stated. 

“And I give, devise and be- 
queath all of the rest, residue rad 
remainder of my property, real, 
personal and of any nature what- 
soever . . . unto the Joseph F. 
Kennedy jr., foundation . . .” 

The foundation, with head- 
quarters to Washington, has pro- 
vided large sums for research on, 
and treatment of, mental, retarda- 
tion.

U.S. Catholics 
To Issue New 
Text of Bible 

WASHINGTON, Ang, 25 fNYT> 
-Raman Catholics will get a new 
translation of the Bible to modern 
English next month to replace the 


Douay version that ban been to 
use for 220 years, a team of editors 
disclosed here yesterday. 

The translation, to be known 
as the New Amwiwin Bible, will 
be published on Sept. 30. Parts 
of it axe already famiHor to 
Roman Catholics because of their 
use to the revised English mass. 

The new version is the product 
of 25. years of work Iff 51 scholars, 
including four Protestants. 

The Roman Catholic Bible will 
be the second major publication 
of its kind this year. In March, 
the first totally new English 
translation of the Bible by 
Protestant churches since the 1611 
King James Version was issued 
by 11 British churches. 

Unlike the Douay version, which 
was based on the Latin Vulgate, 
the New American Bible was 
translated directly from the an- 
cient Hebrew, Greek and Aramaic 
scriptures, according to the Rev. 
Stephen Hartdegen, coordinator of 
the editorial board. 

The new Roman Catholic version 
also made use of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls and other recently discover- 
ed manuscripts. 

Because no advance copies of 
the New American Bible have been 
distributed, religious scholars 
could make no judgment on the 
literary quality of the translation. 
However, some examples from the 
text were released, showing that 
archaic expressions such as "thou” 
have been eliminated to favor of 
contemporary language. 

The New American Bible was 
sponsored by the Bishops’ Com- 
mittee of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine. The Old Testa- 
ment section is an updated ver- 
sion of a ' four-volume work 
previously Issued by the con- 
fraternity. 

After Encyclical 

Work on the new translation 
began after Pope Pius XU issued 
an encyclical in 1943 urging that 
more attention be paid to sacred 
writings. 

The first complete Roman 
Catholic Bible to H!n gn*ii was tvip 
Douay -Rhgfrns version, finished in 
1609. Zt was revised in 1750.

EDINBURGH, Scotland, Aug. 25 (API.— A packed house of

The controversial opera, under fire because of a chorus 
of three nude nuns, opened Edinburgh's three-week music festival 
The city council, sponsor of the festival, breathed deeply 
in relief.

Soprano Silja and baritone Constantin of Frankfurt's municipal 
opera were the targets of shouted “bravos” and the normally 
reticent Scotsmen beat their harttfR red. 

“Everything went well." said Charles Nicholas, the festival 
spokesman. “No one was offended. It vindicated our decision 
to bring this fine opera to Edinburgh." 

More than 100,000 tourists are estimated to have crowded 
into Edinburgh to see festival events that encompass every- 
thing from symphony concerts to rock musicals, during 130 
performances crammed into three weeks. There are ai*n 60 
theatrical groups giving unofficial performances during the festival. 


the baroque KoUegienkirche. but 
the issue on DGG’s scholarly 
Arcliiv series is nonetheless 
welcome. EMTs festive issue is 
not new, but a collection of 
reissues, mostly vocal, of per- 
formances by artists in parts 
they have sung at the festival.

to on the front page of Viennese 
papers as a “debacle,” and the 
criticisms were marked by such 
sarcastic remarks as “Catas- 
trophe in Denmark," or “Where 
was Fortinbras . . . when he 
could have cleaned up the stage 
of what one had looked at for 
three hours,” or "Hamlet, the 
living corpse.” Nevertheless, the 
consensus seemed to be not 
against Werner the actor but 
Werner the director, and a local 
movie house that simultaneously 
scheduled a festival of Oskar 
Werner films did a lively busi- 
ness. 


The death of George Szell 
struck particularly hard at the 
Salzburg Festival, not only be- 
cause he had been scheduled to 
conduct Beethoven's Ninth Sym- 
phony with the Vienna Phil- 
harmonic here last week, but 
because his association with the 
festival had been virtually un- 
interrupted since 1949, because 
his Cleveland Orchestra was 


one of only two American or- 
chestras ever to appear here 
(1967 1 . because his appearance 
as a child piano prodigy of ten 
in Vienna was recalled with hto 
appearance In 1956 as conductor- 
soloist in a Mozart piano con- 
certo, because he had conducted 
many new operas at the festival 
HJebennann’s “Penelope” and 
"School for Wives” and Egk’s 
“1x150116 Legende”). But above 
all because he represented the 
Central European tradition 
(Vienna, Strasbourg, Berlin, 
Prague et al) absorbed into 
American musical life and 
brought back to enrich that of 
the Old World. 

* * * 

Among the exhibits in Salz- 
burg during the summer are 
two directly related to the fes- 
tival and Us history. In the 
Resldenz the exhibit ”50 Tears 
of the Salzburg Festival” (until 
Sept. 30), is a compact and 
objective selection of material 
not only from the festival ar- 
chives and the Austrian Na- 
tional Library, but from the 
archives of Max Reinhardt, 
Clemens Krauss, the ar chitec t 
Clemens Holzmetoter and many 
others of long association with 
the festival. The founding, the 
great prewar and postwar years 
are well documented, and there 
Is no glossing over the dismal 
impact of world affairs from 
1933 to 1946. At the Max Rein- 
hardt archives in Schloss Aren- - 
berg, on the right bank of the 
Salzach about ten minutes ’s walk 
from the city center, “Max Rein- 
hardt and the World of Cam- 
media dell 'Arte” (until Sept. 3) 
relies largely but not exclusively 
on photographs to document its 
subject, ranging from the many 
Reinhardt productions of Gol- 
doni's "Arlecchino, Servant of 
Two Masters” to the Gozzi- 
Busoni “Turandot,” the 1912 
premiere of the original version 
of the Btra uss-Hhfmannsth *) - 
Moliere “Ariadne anf Naxos.”

Fulbright on the Mideast 


Ho senator has more conspicuously urged 
.United States disengagement in Southeast 
Asia than J. W. Fulbright. That stand, plus 
his influence as chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, has focused 
world attention on Mr. Fulbright's surprise 
proposals for settling the Arab-Israeli con- 
vict In the Middle East. 

The central element in his plan is that 
this country bach up a Mideast peace — 
negotiated or Imposed— by a military guar- 
antee to safeguard Israel’s independence 
within the borders it had before the six-day 
war of June 1967. The proffer of such a 
guarantee is doubly startling in the light of 
Sen. Fulbright's long coolness to Zionism 
and his continuing doubt that the Mideast 
is an area of vital American concern. 

All these factors entitle the Fulbright 
proposal to recognition as an effort to be 
constructive in an area where ingrained mis- 
trust constitutes a major handicap to any 
settlement. That mistrust would be intrac- 
table enough if it were confined to relations 
between the Arabs and the Israelis, but It 
is made worse by the area's emergence as a 
cockpit in the cold war and by the slack 
respect all nations now have for the police 
powers of the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil. 

The unfortunate aspect of the senator's 
proposals Is that they may undermine, 
rather than facilitate, the peace talks under 
way at the UN. The goal of these talks is 
to arrive at an agreement to which both the 
Arabs and the Israelis will voluntarily sub- 


scribe. Mr. Fulbright all but rules out that 
possibility and moves on to the next step 
of a settlement “imposed” by the Security 
Council— another way of saying by the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 

Even though the senator stresses that he 
would welcome a similar imposed peace In 
Southeast Asia, the impact on the Mideast 
talks is likely to be a heightened reluctance 
on the part of the Egyptians the Jor- 
danians ever to get into the same room with 
the Israelis, much, less to agree on peace 
terms. For Israel, the Fulbright plan entails 
a virtual advance renunciation of any hope 
for negotiating more defensible borders and 
thus reducing the danger of future dashes. 
All the skill put by Secretary of State Rogers 
Into permitting some basis for flexibility on 
this point could be erased by the Fulbright 
insistence on restoration of the old bound- 
aries. 

The task that faces Ambassador Jarring 
In carrying the forthcoming negotiations to 
success is incredibly difficult at best. Un- 
questionably, he will need much help from 
Washington and Moscow in keeping the 
talks from collapsing. The near-disaster 
that attended Egyptian movement of Soviet 
missiles into the zone just west of the Suez 
Canal on the night of the standstill cease- 
fire was evidence of how tenuous the whole 
undertaking is. At this stage the most 
useful service anyone in Washington. Mos- 
cow or other capitals can provide is to back 
up the Jarring mission.

Useful Mission to Mexico 


If all presidential trips abroad could 
accomplish as much in short order as Mr. 
Nixon's 28-hour visit to Mexico, the case 
for personal diplomacy at the highest level 
would be unanswerable- Actually, the 
ground had been laboriously prepared for 
the agreement designed to resolve remain- 
ing boundary disputes between the United 
States and Mexico and to set up machinery 
for heading off such quarrels in the future. 

The basic climate had been created 
through earlier resolution of the century- 
old dispute over the Chamizal area on the 
Rio Grande between El Faso, Texas, and 
Ciudad Juarez. Negotiations for the Chami- 
zal convention were launched by Presidents 
Kennedy and Lopez Mateos in 1962 and 
brought to fruition by Presidents Johnson 
and Diaz Ordaz In 1967. 

These bits of recent history are recalled 
not to diminish the accomplishment of 
Presidents Nixon and Diaz Ordaz at Puerto 
Vallarta, but to point up the invaluable 
continuity that has been built up for ami- 
cable relations between the two countries 
in recent years. That continuity was en- 


dangered last year when Washington em- 
barked on “Operation Intercept," a drive to 
halt the flow of marijuana and narcotics 
from Mexico. 

Fortunately, the administration soon 
abandoned this ham-handed venture and 
the two governments agreed to replace It 
with “Operation Cooperation,” under which 
Mexico promised to Intensify its efforts to 
curb production and export of narcotics. 
In the improved climate. Attorney General 
John Mitchell accompanied Mr. Nixon to 
Puerto Vallarta and agreed on new measures 
of cooperation against the drug traffic. 

Finally, Mr. Nixon has made what Mr. 
Diaz Ordaz calls a “constructive" proposal 
for Improving the agreement involving dis- 
tribution of the waters of the lower Colorado 
River. If a new agreement satisfactory to 
both sides can be reached by the time the 
old one expires in November, Mr. Nixon will 
have even more cause to be pleased with 
his personal diplomacy south of the Rio 
Grande.

The Fulbright Proposal 

Sen, Fulbright's proposal is interesting in 
many respects: 1) Because the senator is not 
a friend of Israel or Zionism, and 2) Because 
be is known for his violent opposition to any 
further UJ3. involvement abroad. 

What he proposes— naturally after a total 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied territories 
— is actually a formal guarantee, a mutual 
defense treaty between Washington and 
Jerusalem of the type of those which he 
said the United States should no longer sign 
under any circumstances. This proposal, the 
Israelis say, shows Indeed that the senator 
realizes the impossibility of asking Israel to 
leave the occupied territories with the sole 
guarantee of the UN or of the big powers. . . 

It is interesting to note that Sen. Fulbright’s 
rather surprising proposal coincides with 
some renewed Soviet interest in direct talks 
between Moscow and Jerusalem.

Sen. Fulbright’s Middle East plan is in- 
opportune to the point of irresponsibility, 
and for the rest characteristically half- 
baked. At the present early and fragile 
state of the cease-fire there are two over- 
riding requirements. First, America, Instead 
of just telling Israel to stop making a lot 
of fuss about nothing, must stop what ap- 
pear to be flagrant and conti nuing Russian 
and Egyptian violations. 

Second, the two sides must gradually and 
patiently be brought from preliminary 
diplomatic sparring into increasingly direct 
negotiations. The crude Instant-package 
solution for all the most explosive issues 
that the chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee has just lobbed out of 
his Washington window is about as construc- 
tive as a hand-grenade. 

His demands for withdrawal from Viet- 


nam regardless of the consequences and for 
a general cutting of commitments hardly 
makes him. in Israeli eyes, a convincing 
advocate for complete reliance on American 
protection. 

If Israel is to make significant withdraw- 
als, the only guarantee that she can accept 
is not only one from America, but one sup- 
ported by the stationing of American troops 
— with or without blue helmets — In adequate 
numbers at key points (Egypt already has 
10,000 Russians). 

There is no other way in the Middle East. 
The stronger Israel is, the less the risk. It 
is already greater than it need have been 
if Russian direct Intervention had been 
matched, and so deterred, by America. It 
must not be allowed to grow— not so much 
as by another SAM site.

T^A&HmGTON.— The boss is 
W away but the official mice 
are not playing in Washington. 
They are worrying about the end- 
less frustrations of Vietnam, not 
so much about the military situa- 
tion, but about the consequences 
of what they regard as their grow- 
ing successes in Southeast Asia. 

They are increasingly worried, 
for example, about the economic, 
psychological and political con- 
sequences of the American with- 
drawal from Saigon— particularly 
in the light of the coming South 
Vietnamese congressional and pres- 
idential elections. 

Inflation in South Vietnam, ac- 
cording to one cabinet minister in 
Washington, is now increasing by 
25 percent per year. The South 
Vietnamese peasants and com- 
mercial entrepreneurs are doing 
very well, but the wages of the 
South Vietnamese armed forces 
are steadily falling behind the in- 
flation. 

"The military in Saigon." says 
thus UJ3. cabinet official, “are being 
asked to do more and more but 
the more they do, the less they 
are being paid in relative terms." 

The same is true, he adds, for 
the South Vietnamese civil servants 
and many non-agiicultural work- 
ers. As the UJS. troops pull out, 
the inflation and unemployment 
increase— all of which helps the 
politicians there who are encourag- 
ing anti-American sentiment. 

F rustrcition 

Cambodia is adding another de- 
ment of frustration to the admin- 
istration's concerns. The more the 
administration does, the more it 
finds it has to do in Cambodia as 
elsewhere. Officials here keep say- 
ing they have achieved their mili- 
tary objectives in that country, 
but the Lon Nol government is 
weak and even with the help of 
the South Vietnamese forces, Cam- 
bodia is insisting on U.S. air sup- 
port for Cambodian troops and 
demanding economic aid. for thp 
disruption of the tr &. bombing. 

In short, the Nixon administra- 
tion finds itself in a familiar bind. 
What it calls its successes do not 
produce the results it expected. 
It keeps winning almost every mili- 
tary battle, and it has managed to 
cut its casualties and cut down the 
antiwar protests, but ironically, the 
weaker the enemy gets, the less 
the enemy seems willing to nego- 
tiate from weakness, and Hanoi 
now seems determined merely to 
carry on the war until a new situa- 
tion is created by the withdrawal 
of the majority of the American 
troops. 

One White House official noted 
the other day that all enemy con- 
cessions in the past had come 
about suddenly, but only after a 
protracted argument against the 
very concessions they finally made. 

“This doesn’t mean,” be added, 
“that they win finally accept our 
compromise peace plan, just be- 
cause they flatly rejected it from 
the beginning of the Paris talks, 
but you never can teH Under the 
Co mmuni st system they are quite 
capable of sudden and dramatic 
switches.” 

Another Question 

One other thing troubling the 
administration is that officials here 
really don’t know who is n pnigg 
the tune in Hanoi. This has been 
the case ever since the death of 
Ho Chi Mtoh. The official line 
here now is that the North Viet- 
namese are “too weak to make war 
on a large scale and apparently 
so divided in their collective leader- 
ship that no one man is strong 
pnnag h to negotiate a compromise 
peace.”

Cambodia Circle

W ASHINGTON. — The "Nixon ad- 
ministration in a little over 
seven months has come foil circle 
in Its public pronouncements about 
its intentions in Cambodia. 

The result is a growing suspicion 
in Congress as to whether Presi- 
dent Nixon’s ‘'doctrine" really 
means a lower American profile in 
Southeast Asia. 

Monday, while talking to news- 
men aboard an airplane during his 
trip to Korea, Vice-President 
Agnew said, “We are going to do 
everything we can to help the Lon 
Nol government" In Cambodia be- 
cause “the whole matter of Cam- 
bodia is related to the security of 
our troops in Vietnam ” 

On Jan. 3, 3970, Mr. Agnew 
seemed to be saying just the op- 
posite. Back then, during another 
Southeast Asian tour, be explain- 
ed to newsmen why the Nixon 
administration had supported the 
congressional resolution barring 
use of ground combat troops in 
Laos or Thailand without con- 
gressional approval: 

*T think that was simply a reso- 
lution to indicate that the Presi- 
dent wouldn’t move unilaterally to 
engage us in any conflict— further 
conflict in Asia beyond the Viet- 
nam situation — without returning 
to the Congress far approval of 
such action. 

More Candor? 

*1 think it also indicated," he 
added in elaborating on the White 
House support of the restrictive 
a m endment, “that we would not 
became involved in any other com- 
bat activities with our troops in 
Asia u nl ess some very extreme, 
provocative and substantial action 
took place that might make it 
necessary far him to seek re- 
evaluation by the Congress.” • 
Whether Mr. Agnew is being 
more candid now about the ad- 
ministration's intenti ons in Cam- 
bodia; whether the Nixon doctrine 
is really just a name for day-to- 
day improvisation and not a 
structured doctrine at all; and 
whether the President's Southeast 
Asian policy has changed radically 
in seven months all are central 
questions in the current debate— 
a debate likely to keep escalating 
on through the November elections. 

Spokesmen at the White Rouse, 
Stare Department and pentagon 
an insist there has been no dhange 
In Ni»m administration policy. 
Like a stretch sock which can fit 
over anything, the expressed ra- 
tionale is that President Nixon has 
made it dear all along that Ms 
actions In Cambodia have been and 
will be dictated by the regard far 
allied lives in South Vietnam. 

However, past public stat ements 
projected no such wide-open policy 
for American military Involvement 
in Cambodia— a charge a growing 
number of lawmakers are twaWng 
What follows is a sampling of 
Nixon administration statements an 
Cambodia since January 3 when 


Mr. Agnew predicted a policy of 
•non-involvement, unless the Pres- 
ident. and Congress agreed the 
situation was “very extreme."

limitin g the bombing, and provid- 
ing military assitanoe to the T*m 
Nol government.

Many of the more 
drastic possible steps, such as cut- 
ting diplomatic relations, would 
hurt the Afr tr-nn countries mare 
. Hinrr Britain. 

But the bitterness and vehemence 
of the reaction from Africa has 
clearly surprised Prime Minister 
Heath's government. A series of 
meetings In East Africa this month 
involving Tanzania, Uganda, Zam- 
bia and Kenya indicates that 
retaliatory steps could extend to 
restrictions on trade and. an effec- 
.tive dismantling of the last vestige 
of the British Empire, the Com- 
monwealth. Some of the British 
surprise may stem from counting 
too much on the example of 
Prance, which has sold nearly half 
a billion dollars worth of militar y 
goods to South Africa since the 
1964 British ban went into effect. 
There has been little criticism of 
Prance in Africa. This disparity 
has led to the charge of hypocrisy 
being leveled at the countries now 
berating .Britain. But such a 
charge neglects the special relation- 
ship that exists between the two 
former great Imperial powers In 
Africa and their ex-colonies. 

Lack Leverage 

Bor one thing, the former French 
colonies lack the leverage that the 
Bngiwh -iq vMrirtng countries have in 
dealing with Britain. For another, 
much of French-speaking Africa 
Is quietly building up its own trade 
with South " Africa. A ranking 
French diplomat stationed in 
‘Africa grpiafnc ■' the silence of 
fanner F rench «»oinhfp« on the 
arms sales this way: “They know 
(hat part of the money that goes 
to Paris wffl eventually get down 
to .them. And. ' they need the 
money." 

In per capita and total expendi- 
ture. Stench aid to Africa far 
outweighs that given by Britain. 
Because of, agricultural 

. subsidies and .budgetary grants, it 
is difficult to comp up with an ac- 
- curate total^jaf jfche .-amount of 
French aid to French-speaking . 
Africa. But-it is certain that with- 
out that aid, the poverty-stricken 
governments of countries like 
S ene g al, Chad, . Dahomey, Niger 
and Upper Volta literally could not 
. continue to function. Moreover, 
the French continue to hold the 
key posts in the Infrastructures of 
most of these countries. They run 
Chad’s army, the Ivory Coast's 
economy, Senegal's water; system. 
Whether they wield the power in 
the Ma c h ia v ellian way that out- 
siders often attribute to them is a 
highly debatable point,. But the 
fact Is that they are in a position 
to do so. and African leaders can- 
not afford; to forget that 
“For a protest te.be effective, it 
has to be at least listened to," a 
young Senegalese civil servant told 
me recently. TThere has to be a 
dialogue. Such a possibility exists 
for the anglophone Afri can coun- 
tries, which axe viewed by Britain 
as part of their diplomatic family, 

I t h ink . But if we attacked the 
Fre nch , they would just smila 
indulgently and continue with 
business." 

Attitudes 

There does seem to be a strange 
divergence in post-colonial atti- 
tudes by the two European powers. 
While the French were much 
quicker to accept educated Afri- 
cans socially and culturally than 
the British were, France as a 
nation does not seem to have 
p sycho logically accepted the sover- 
eignty of her former African 
colonies in any meaningful way. 
And as long as she continues to 
pick up a heavy tab for much 
of French-speaking Africa, this at- 
titude Is likely to persist. While 
not discussing details. South Afri-. 


can diplomats are quite frank wj 
visitors about their hopes t 
increased economic ties with t 
relatively more affluent Frog 
phone African countries n 
Gabon, Ivory Coast and Mad&gg 
car.

Until the first American par- 
ticipation in 1965. the Soviet 
Union had token top honors in 
the first three editions of the 
Games. Russia has collected 


63 gold medals in five games, 
17 mare than the Am si cans. In 
Tokyo in 1967, however, the 
Soviet team was left empty- 
handed. 

Many of the smaller nations 
like Haiti, Tanzania, Luxem- 
bourg and Senegal already con- 
cede they have little chance of 
medals, but said they wanted to 
appear as a gesture of friend- 
ship with students.

Bucher Criticizes Navy 
— But Wants to Stay In

'WASHINGTON (UPIi.— Twenty months 

” after being released from captivity 
in North Korea, Cm dr. Lloyd M. Bucher, 
skipper of the spy ship Pueblo, has be- 
come an author, regained the weight he 
lost in prison and developed a' paunch. 

His growing bay window is not un- 
expected for a man of 43. The book 
(3HT, Aug. 19; is something else again. 
In it, the officer who hopes he still has 
a career in the Navy, argues that it was 
Navy b ungling that led to the capture 
of the USS Pueblo on Jan. 23. 1968. 

“Bucher: My Story’' was published this 
month by Doubleday. To promote it 
Cm dr. Bucher took leave and came to 
Washington where he spent two hours in 
the Pentagon book store one day auto- 
graphing copies for long lines of the 
curious. 

He was unable to resist the tempta- 
tion to Inscribe “Go Navy!” in copies 
bought by uniformed Army and Air Force 
officers. 

Cites Bureaucracy 

In an interview with UP I, Cm dr. 
Bucher said a combination of incom- 
petent naval officers and a bureaucracy 
that would not bend led to the capture 
of the Pueblo and Its 83 officers and 
men. 

Although the military currently is 
under fire for overspending, Cm dr. 
Bucher said one problem with the spy 
ship program was that it was run on a 
shoestring. The graying commander said 
some unknown person floated the initial 
Idea for dispatching ships weighed down 
with intricate electronic gear to listen in 
on Soviet radio and radar frequencies. 
Then a staff study was made and. the 
plan approved at the highest level. The 
plan was rated a “minimum-risk opera- 
tion" since the ships always would remain 
in international waters and the Soviets 
respected the freedom of the seas. 

Even more important: The Russians 
operated similar electronic spy ships off 
the American coasts. The UjS. planners 
reasoned that the Russians would never 
touch an American spy ship because un- 
armed Soviet counterparts would be 
susceptible to retaliation. 

Later the spy ship mission was chang- 
ed to include nosing around off the 
Chinese and North Korean coasts. This 
created risks which had not been 
envisioned in the original staff study. 
“But no one reworked the staff study,” 
Cmdr. Bucher said. “It was assumed that 
since approval came from high up in the 
joint chiefs of staff that ttiey knew what 
they were doing.” 

Cmdr. Bucher said that when be was 


given command of the Puebla he asked 
that the “minimum risk” evaluation be 
changed and that protective measures be 
taken. Including installation of equip- 
ment to destroy classified documents' 
quickly, and a reduction in the trezheh-- 
dous volume of secret papers carried 
aboard ship. 

“Every recommendation I made was 
put into effect after our capture,” Cmdr. 
Bucher .-Aid “it was the old closlng- 
the-bam-door routine." 

He lost a lot of weight in a North 
Korean prison, and returned home' a 
gaunt shadow of the man who played, 
football in his days at Boys Town, Neb. 
But in the 20 months since his release 
he has regained the lost poundage and 
thwi some. 

‘That's my fault ” said his wife, Rose, 
pointing to the paunch. “That's a lotta 
beer," said the commander. 

At the Pentagon book store, managers 
counted more than 1,200 people entering 
the store in the first hour. Some 30.000 
people work in the Pentagon. Hundreds 
of people just stood and gawked at the 
once obscure naval commander now 
turned celebrity. Many brought over books 
to be autographed, shook Cmdr. Bucher's 
hand and wished him good luck. 

“I was with you all the way,” said 
one woman. 

“I liked the way you bandied the situa- 
tion." said a man. 

But all was not sweetness and light. 
One bystander asked her companion, 
“Shall we buy a book?” 

“No, no,” was the other woman’s reply. 
“He's a traitor." 

Cmdr. Bucher still believes that the 
United States made a mistake in not 
retaliating against the North gnreaiM 
immediately after they seized the lightly 
armed Pueblo. He said servicemen expect 
the government to back them up when 
they are in trouble and TJ3. failure to act 
in the Pueblo case was a tremendous 
blow to morale. 

He said he knew of “a number of 
aviators who turned in their wings and 
made it clear they were thoroughly 
disgusted— and that doesn't mean they 
were spoiling for a fight" 

Cmdr. Bucher has rapidly become 
proficient at the autograph business, 
signing “best wishes” and “warmest re- 
gards” to books held out by smiling 
strangers. It is a far cry from the grim 
months in a small Korean prison when 
he and his men used the “Hawaiian good 
luck sign.” 

In his book, Cmdr. Bucher tells the 
story of the “Hawaiian good luck sign" — 
an upraised fist with the middle finger 
extended. This familiar U.S. gesture was 
unknown in North Korea and the Pueblo 
crewmen told their captors it meant “good 
luck” in Hawaiian. A famous picture 
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Cmdr. Lloyd ML Bucher 

released by the North Koreans showed 
. a number of sailors with their middle 
fingers extended to give- the lie to the 
happy smiles that they were ordered by 
their captors to display. 

However, shortly before their release, a 
copy of Time magazine with the picture 
and a caption saying the finger ' sign 
proved the photo to be other than what 
the North. Koreans claimed, made its 
way to their captors. " For a week the 
officers and crew got the roughest beat- 
ings and tickings they- were to suffer in 
their entire captivity. That ended the 
“Hawaiian good luck sign” game. 

Assignment 

Cmdr. Bucher is now assigned to the 
Naval Postgraduate School at Monterey. 
CaliL, taking a management course that 
will earn him a master's degree. However. 
In March he was put on limited duty for 
six months by a medical board as a result 
of the malnutrition, beatings and strain 
of his ordeal 

He will soon go before the medical 
board again. How he fares there may 
determine the course of his naval career. 
He could be given disability retirement. 

Asked if he stm has a career in the 
Navy in the wake of the Pueblo case and 
his own criticism of the Navy hierarchy. 
Cmdr. Bucher said, “I hope so. Tm still 
a highly qualified naval officer.” 

It remains to be. seen if the Navy feels 
the same way about the man who wrote 
that Che official inquiry into the Pueblo 
case “left a few holding the_sack for the 
many who are gutless."
